Section  3.  Sanitary  Circumstances-., 

Water  Supplies. 

Public  piped  supplies  are  provided  at  Howey,  Aberedw,  Cregrina,  Hundred  House, 
Crossways  & Llanfaredd.  The  Station  Road  district  of  Llanelwedd  continued  to  obtain 
its  supply  from  the  adjoining  Urban  District  of  Builth  Wells . With  the  exception  of 
the  Three  Wells  (Howey)  and  Aberedw  supplies,  where  the  water  is  chlorinated,  no 
treatment  is  carried  out. 

Water  Supplies  in  the  district  were  administered  by  the  Council  as  agent  for 
the  Builth  & District  Water  Board,  Work  on  Stage  1 of  the  Bur  1th  & District  Water 
Board  scheme  progressed  satisfactorily,  and  the  Ilowey  village  supply  was  transfered 
to  the  new  scheme.  Stage  1 will  provide  an  adequate  supply  to  a large  number  of 
properties  in  the  Parishes  of  Llandrindod  Rural,  Disserth  & Trecoed,  and  Llanelwedd, 

During  the  year  22-  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  public  supplies.  Of  these 
11  were  reported  as  satisfactory  and  11  as  unsatisfactory.  In  addition  11  samples 
were  taken  from  private  sources  and  proposed  private  supplies.  One  was  reported  as 
satisfactory  and  10  as  unsatisfactory.

Slaughterhouse  Act  1953.  Report  on  slaughterhouse  Facilities . 

After  considering  a report  on  the  condition  of  the  Llanelwedd 
Slaughterhouse  and  the  slaughtering  facilities  available, necessary  or  likely  to 
be  necessary  in  the  future, as  required  under  the  Slaughterhouse  Act, the  Council 
were  of  opinion  that  without  drastic  alt e rat ions, additions  and  repairs, the  present 
Slaughterhouse  could  not  be  brought  up  to  standard.  They  were  of  opinion  that  the 
present  slaughterhouse  should  be  demolished  and  a new  slaughterhouse  erected  in 
it ' s place . 

The  new  owners  of  the  slaughterhouse  are  therefore  erecting  a new  abattoir, 
and  it  is  considered  that  when  this  new  abattoir  cones  into  use, it  will  be  adequate 
for  all  forseeable  requirements. 

Meat  Inspection  _ 

The  slaughterhouse  changed  owners  during  the  year, after  which  the 
throughput  increased  considerably. 

A great  deal  of  neat  inspection  was  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspector  outside  working  hours. 

The  Council  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  obtain  the  services  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  from  the  adjoining  rural  district  of  Rhayader  during  periods 
when  their  inspector  was  on  leave,  etc.
